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HE National Dairy Exposition will dedicate its new 
- permanent home in St. Louis this year with what 
promises to be the largest Holstein show of the year, 
as well as a record-breaker for quality and one that is 
more nearly national in its scope than any previous Hol- 
stein show ever held in this country. The statistics of 
the entry list show fifty-six exhibitors from fourteen states 
entering 359 head. With the exception of the Yates and 
Robertson herds which have helped to make things in- 
teresting on the eastern circuit, practically every im- 
portant show herd of the 1929 season has entered here. 
In such competition as this it would be presumptuous 
indeed to attempt to predict the outcome in most of the 
classes, and it is our purpose here merely to call the 
attention of our readers to some of the points of interest 
in this show on the basis of earlier season’s winnings of 
the various contenders. There is no intention or dis- 
position on our part to try to boost any one animal over 
another. Anyone knowing Axel Hansen, who will offi- 
ciate again this year as judge, will, of course, appreciate 
how futile such an effort on our part wouid be even if we 
had any desire to do so. 

Taking up first the bull classes, Sir Fobes Ormsby 
Hengerveld has demonstrated his supremacy thus far 
throughout the season and there does not seem to be any 
bull on the immediate horizon with serious aspirations 
to challenge him for senior honors. There will be four 
or five other aged bulls in the ring with him, however, 
that have had grand championship honors at some major 
show this year and there will be at least a dozen bulls 
in this class that must be considered 
as serious contenders for the first 
three or four places. 

The three-year-old bull class will be, 
perhaps, more interesting than usual. 
Paul Stewart’s Skylark Hengerveld 
Butter Boy, fresh from his grand 
championships at Eastern States, 
Michigan and Ohio State Fairs, will 
probably be the favorite on the ad- 
vance dope, although at least three 
other grand chamyionship winners 
will be in competition, these being 
Carnation Romeo Colantha, the Car- 
nation bull that won at California this 
year; Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker, the 
Hurlburt bull which was grand cham- 
pion at New York, and Korndyke 
Buffalo Pietertje De Kol, owned by 
Radke & Son, of Minnesota, a grand 
champion at South -Dakota and win- 
ner of his class at Minnesota. Then, 
too, it is not possible to leave out of 
consideration Harvest Matador Chief,

last year’s All-American two-year-old who won his class 


handily at Wisconsin and was there injured by stepping 
on a nail and has not since been in competition up to the 
time this is written.. It was expected, however, that he 
would be back in form again before the National. Rock 
River Peter Prophet from Rock River Farms is always a 
dangerous contender as is Forum Diamond Designer, the 
J. B. Jones bull from Michigan. 

Among the two-year-old bulls, King Bessie Ormsby Pie- 
tertje, last year’s sensational All-American senior yearling 
bull from Elmwood Farms, will be a center of interest. 
At his only early season appearance at Central States Ex- 
position, he won his class handily and has since been in 
heavy service so that he may not show the fit and bloom 
that some of his competitors will carry. Among those of 
special distinction will be Sir Segis Bessie Walker, the 
Carnation bull that was Reserve All-American senior year- 
ling last year; Redfield Bess Laura Piebe Lad from the 
Redfield State School and Home of South Dakota, a win- 
ner at Minnesota and elsewhere; Hurlwood Sir Canary 
Walker, a Hurlwood bull that has been a consistent leader 
in this class in the East, and the two bulls that have done 
so well all season for Wisconsin Board of Control. 

The senior yearlings will put up a most interesting 
fight, with the possibility on the advance dope of a three- 
cornered battle for top place among Carnation Inka Ma- 
tador, a son of Sir Inka May owned by Congressman 
Strong of Kansas; Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 11th with 
the Wisconsin Board of Control herd, and Nicholas Pie- 
tertje Ormsby 9th from the J. B. Jones herd of Michigan. 
“Nick” thus far has been unbeaten in 
class and has usually gone through to 
junior honors; Sir Homestead Pontiac 
Beets 11th was unbeaten in class 
until he met Carnation Inka Matador 
at Topeka, where he was forced down 
to second place; while Carnation Inka 
Matador, was grand champion at Ne- 
braska, and junior champion at Des 
Moines and Topeka. Another meeting 
of this pair under a different judge, 
will be worth watching. Hyde Park 
Farm, of fllinois, will have their im- 
ported South African Friesian bull, 
Colonies Plaats Jewel, on display in 
this class. The junior yearling bull 
class, as usual, will probably not be 
quite so strong, although at least two 
junior champion winners of the sea- 
son will meet in Sir Ormsby Segis 
Mercedes 21st, the Wisconsin junior 
champion owned by Wisconsin Board 
of Control, and Red Rose Ormsby 
Double, the Michigan junior champion 
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from the herd of F. B. Ainger. 
Another battle royal may be 
expected in the bull calf class 
with two undefeated winners 
of the year coming together. 
These are King Bessie Duke 
Ormsby, the son of King 
Bessie Ormsby Pietertje that 
has gone through the strong 


middle western circuit for 
Elmwood, including junior 
championship winnings at 


Minnesota and Central States, 
and Hurlwood Sir Segis Walk- 
er 2d, a Hurlwood youngster, 
junior champion at Eastern 
States, New York and Mary- 
land, ete., throughout the east. 
There will be any number of 
stiong contenders in this class, 
but none that have been able 
to make a season’s record any- 
thing like this pair. 

One of the features of the 
1929 show scason has been the 
strength of the aged cow 
classes and it is evident that 
the ring at the National will 
measure up splendidly in this 
respect likewise. The Jeffer- 
son County Asylum star, Jo- 
hanna Pietertje Artis Cream- 
elle, Reserve All-American 
four-year-old of last year and 
an undefeated grand champion 
throughout a strong = and 
lengthy circuit this season, 
will be the favorite on past 
performances. The situation 
is perhaps complicated a bit 
due to the fact that she is due 
to freshen between Waterloo 
and the National. We assume 
that one of the two entries, 
Arbu Farms, of Michigan, are 


sending, is their Ohio and 
Michigan grand champion, 
Jewel Lilith Pontiac Pride, 


and, of course, Carnation will 
have their bright star, Heilo 
Bracelet Ormsby Matador. A. 
C. Oosterhuis’ Milford Pontiac 
Ormsby has consistently stood 
next to the Jefferson County 
cow at the earlier shows, 
while Side Hill Ormsby Segis, 
now owned by Firestone 
Farms, of Ohio, is always a 
dangerous contender. Carolyn 
Netherland Lady, last year’s 
National grand champion, now 
showing her years somewhat, 
will also be in competition. 
Others that will be fighting for 
consideration will include 
Princess Buttercup Walker, 
the Wisconsin Board of Con- 
trol cow; M. B. Ormsby Wayne 
from Maytag Farms, Gertrude 
Pine Ridge Sylvia from De- 
troit Creamery and Clover 
Leaf Hendrika Beets from 
Chapman Farms, while the 
Iowa Board of Control has 
several cows that have been 
placing well up all season, We 
have already mentioned more 
than enough to take up the 
ten moneys in this class, but 
we would not like to predict 
that they would be able to do 
it.

lantha Ormsby, will come to- 
gether in two-year-old form. 
Both are undefeated thus far, 
(they are meeting this week 
at Waterloo), although Neth- 
erland Belle Homestead has 
made the stronger circuit and 
has been grand champion at 
every show thus far except 
one where she met the Jeffer- 
son County aged cow referred 
to above. Mountain Ash Co- 
lantha Ormsby has won her 
class but.has not gone through 
to a major grand champion- 
ship thus far. Holwis Beauty, 
now owned by Maytag Farms, 
and another strong contender 
in the senior yearling class 
of last year, has likewise com- 
piled a great season’s record 
and would win in anything but 
the most sensational competi- 
tion. There are at least four 
other two-year-olds in this 
class that have been at or con- 
sistently near the top, these 
including Iowana  “Tritomia 
Homestead from Iowana 
Farms, Mollie Marie Ormsby 
Piebe from Elmwood Farms, 
Daisy Queen Ormsby Fobes 2d 
from Detroit Creamery Farms 
and Pauline Colantha Wayne 
Korndyke from the Jefferson 
County Asylum. 

Another battle royal will be 
staged in the senior yearling 
class with interest centering 
on Oakwood Piebe Allie 2d, 
the pride of Fredmar Farms, 
and Miss Triune Ormsby 
Wayne from the Hargrove & 
Arnold herd. These young- 
sters were respectively All- 
American and Reserve heifer 
calves last year. Coming to-

show of the season and with animals of that age, two 
months can sometimes make a great deal of difference, 
so that it is by no means a’ foregone conclusion how he 
will place them here. 

The junior yearling heifers will not be as sensational, 
according to advance indications. Among them, the Bacon 
heifer, Bacon Bismark Lass, has perhaps made the most 
consistent showing. Unfortunately the Yates junior year- 
ling that was Junior Champion at Eastern States and 
Junior and Grand at New York, will not ve here for a 
rating with the other good heifers of her age. The heifer 
calf class will undoubtedly be a big one and certainly one 
of much interest. We are pleased to note that the two 
outstanding calf club winners of the year are both entered, 
these being the calf of Norman Rada, of Wisconsiu, that 
was Junior Champion at their great fair, and the heifer 
owned by Charles Bump, of New York, that won her class 
in this show. Both will be strong contenders in this com- 
petition likewise. Carnation will have Carnation Lyons 
Parthenea, the Junior Champion at California; Elmwood 
will pin their faith on Bessie Diamond Coquette, a young 
daughter of King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje out of Forum 
Vesta Diamond; Stewart will have his Eastern States, 
Ohio and Michigan winner, Miss Tritomia Mary Lou, while 
both J. D. Bacon and Rock River Farms have entries that 
have placed at or near the top quite consistently. 

We want to apologize in advance to those exhibitors 
of contending animals that we have not mentioned in the 
foregoing. We have talked largely about those which 
have been seen by members of the World staff this season 
and have made particularly outstanding records on the 
circuit, merely as a demonstration to our readers that the 
Holstein show at the National will be one of real interest 
from beginning to end. Holstein exhibitors are evidently 
doing their part. Now let us back them up with the 
biggest gallery of spectators that has ever come out for 
the National judging.

The dimensions of the main building shown in the illustration are 476 feet long, 276 feet wide and 135 feet high in the center, It 
is flanked on either side by exhibit buildings, each 300x288 feet. The cost of the plant is $1,500,000. 


A Message From President Hill 


I have just returned from St. Louis and the prospects 
for the Dairy Show are very bright indeed. 

On the eve of September 23, the exhibition company, 
who own the buildings, tendered a dedication dinner to 
over 3,000 prominent St. Louis people, and ten of the Di- 
rectors of the Dairy Show were also there as guests. The 
buildings are all ready for the show with the exception of 
the stalls and barns and they will be ready before show 
time. 

The cattle entries are by far the largest in the history 
oi the association. In round numbers, there are entered 
400 Jerseys, 350 Holsteins, 250 Guernseys, 150 Brown 
Swiss, 100 Ayrshires. These cattle are coming from more 
than 25 states and Ontario. These are in addition to at 
least 150 4-H calves, cow testing association, exhibit grade 
cows, breed exhibit and the usual large exhibit by the 
Ihinois Central Railway. This will make a total of over 
1,400 head and is going to tax the new barns to take care 
of them. 

The interest in the show manifested in the southwest 
is best illustrated by the special railroad rate, without 
even the knowledge of the Dairy Show Management. 
This is a two-day special rate for state days of three- 
quarters of one fare for round trip. It is a much lower 
rate than was made for any such purpose since the war. 

The county agents, the railway freight and passenger 
agents, St. Louis banks, newspapers, Chamber of Com. 
merce and various other organizations that could in any 
way lend their help, are doing so. 

Mr. Cooper told me at the Wisconsin State Fair that 
he expected to outdo the Jersey people this year in the 
number of cattle entered, and while he did not quite suc- 
ceed in doing so, it was remarkable attainment to get 359 
Holsteins entered. 

I have been to quite a good many of the fall fairs, 
East and West, and if one can judge by the interest mani- 
fested, the 1929 National Dairy Show is going to be by 
far the most successful one yet held. 

The Poultry Show and many other activities added to 
the show will naturally attract visitors who would other- 
wise not attend. 

I remember what my message was to the Holstein 
people last year—if you were not at the ringside of the 
National, you would miss your breed opportunity of the 
year—and what applied last year, will apply to an even 
greater degree this year. So, when the Holstein judging 
starts, be hanging over the rail.

St. Louis’ Many Attractions 


T. LOUIS has many attractions, which visitors to the 
S National Dairy Show will not fail to appreciate. 
Founded by Laclede in 1764, it still has features 
strongly reminiscent of the French period, such as the 
narrow streets along the river front and the old Cathedral. 
Long the commercial metropolis of the Mississippi Valley, 
St. Louis of recent years has taken on new life and is now 
engaged on a municipal improvement program under the 
$87,000,000 bond issue, voted in 1923. The improvements 
consist of widened streets, a new lighting system, a plaza 
extending from Union Station to the downtown section, 
a $4,000,000 Court House, Convention Hall costing an 
equal amount, and many other monumental structures. 
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The St. Louis Zoo, in Forest Park, is one of the finest 
in the United States. The Lambert-St. Louis Airport, 
where Colonel Lindbergh received his training, ang the 
Lindbergh medals and trophies on display in the Jefferson 
Memorial, are centers of popular interest. Shaw’s Botan. 
ical Gardens, famous the world over; the great Mississippi 
River with its four bridges; the Jefferson Barracks, the 
United States Army Post, and United States Veterans’ 
Hospital, are other points which attract many visitors. 


Greater St. Louis, which includes the suburbs on both 
sides of the river, has a population of 1,200,000. It is cen. 
trally located, and has 26 railroads, in addition to State 
and National highways extending in all directions. gt, 
Louis has ample hotel facilities and is accustomed to tak- 
ing care of crowds, as shown by its World Fair in 1904 
and many national conventions. The St. Louis climate in 
October is ideal. 


General attractions for visitors during National Dairy 
Show week will include International Horse Show to be 
held each night during the week in the arena; Nationa} 
Poultry Show all week, and revival of the old St. Louis 
Fair, a mixed chorus of upwards of 2,000 voices will give 
concerts two Sunday nights, special outside feature at- 
tractions in connection with the midway every day during 
the week. Special entertainment will be provided for 
Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs and quarters on the Highlands part 
of the property will be made for them. All theatres will 
have special attractions during the week.

The one at the other end of the 
halter is Piebe Artis Burke, a daughter of King Piebe that 
was All-American junior yearling heifer back in 1923, the 
second year of the World All-American selections. She 
won her class that year at the National Dairy Show and 
Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, and was junior cham- 
pion at five state fairs for Hargrove & Arnold, of Iowa, 
her breeders. She is now a member of the Detroit Cream- 
ery Farms herd and is a very acceptable sort of a cow 
that may be heard from sometime in connection with 
the Detroit Creamery show herd. 





TREATING FOOT ROT 


In answer to several recent inquiries, we are presenting 
again the treatment of foot rot used so successfully by 
Dr. Smith in the Detroit Creamery Farms herd. His 
article on The Farm Medicine Chest appeared originally 
in our issue of March 3, 1928. 


“One of the most common troubles in a dairy herd, 
particularly in the spring season, is lameness resulting 
from what is commonly known as foot rot. The customary 
treatment is paring and cleaning out the infected foot 
with a knife and bandaging with some of the creosote 
preparations. This frequently results in permanently 
swollen and deformed feet and ankles. The treatment 
recommended by Dr. Smith and used with one hundred 
per cent success in the Detroit Creamery Farms herd is 
to make up a two per cent solution of liquor cresolis com- 
pound (U. S. P.). They secure this compound from the 
Sherwin Paint Company, but it is available through almost 
any druggist. This solution is placed in a shallow vat, 
which can consist of a barrel sawed off to the depth of 
eight or ten inches. As soon as any lameness makes itself 
apparent, the animal is stood in this solution for one 
hour every day until marked improvement is evident, after 
which the treatment is given on alternate days and at 
longer intervals until the cure is complete. There is 
no cutting or bandaging, merely a preliminary examina- 
tion to make sure that the trouble is not being caused by 
some foreign body embedded in the foot.”

It is with sincere regret that I notify you of the death 
of Herbert Dore. He died suddenly in London on Septem- 
per 5. The sad news was a shock to me for I had come 
to know Mr. Dore quite well and we were good friends. 

All the information I have about his death is the fol- 
lowing quoted from a letter received yesterday from his 
partner, Leon M. Golding: 

“He was taken very ill with hemorrhage at Margate, 
was patched up sufficiently to return by Pullman car to 
London, where he seemed for a time to recover. On leay- 
ing his London hotel on Tuesday the third of September, 
he was taken ill on the street and taken to the Charing 
Cross Hospital, and died on Thursday, before transfusion 
of blood treatment could be effected. He is being buried 
at the Streatham Park Cemetery, Streatham Common, 
London, on Monday the ninth inst.” 

After the Philadelphia meeting, Mr. Dore, who was an 
Englishman, wrote me that he intended to visit relatives 
in England and take a much needed rest. He sailed from 
Montreal on August 1, and was to return about this time. 

During his connection with the Association of more 
than ten years, he had reported all of the meetings and 
conventions, and for a man who was not a breeder of 
Holsteins was well known by members and delegates. 

His first work for the Association was to report the 
Charlie Cole hearing in Chicago on August 3, 1919. 

He possessed that rare combination of ease and ability 
that marked him as an expert.

We note that farm relief is still an issue before Con- 
gress and that even our veteran and respected Holstein 
breeder, Bill Schilling, member of the Board, has not suc- 
ceeded in getting his fellow agriculturists all they want in 
the way of relief as yet.

A VIEW ON THE HERD TEST 


Editor, Hoistein-Friesian World: 

Scmetime ago I noticed an article in the World some 
one wondering why the Holstein breeders were not fall- 
ing over one another to get the Herd Improvement test. 
I will give my objections to this test. 

I am just a small breeder keeping about twenty head of 
registered cows in milk and raise all the heifer calves and 
have sale for the most of the bull calves for breeders. We 
heve a 3-year-herd average of over 400 lbs. butterfat in 
Cow Testing Association. We use the best herd sire we 
think we can afford—his five nearest dams 365-day aver- 
age is 1,190 lbs. butter. 

We keep every cow on test in a Cow Testing Associa- 
tion, most every one who reads this article knows C. T. A. 
rules. This Herd Improvement Registry rules require 
weighing each cow’s milk every day and keeping a milk 
sheet. 

Now I get my living from the profits of my dairy 
herd—we sell our cream to a local Co-Op. Dairy Associa- 
tion and we use a milking machine to milk the cows. I 
claim under ordinary dairy farm conditions it is imprac- 
tical to weigh every cow’s milk every day in the year 
especially when one uses a milking machine and that is 
the coming method of milking cows. 

Why not use the regular C. T. A. rules with perhaps at 
least two surprise tests? 

Now just a-word about the 4-times-a-day milking rec- 
ords. I hope the time comes soon when Class A records 
will not be recognized by Holstein breeders. From a 
dairy profit standpoint it is unprofitable and impractical; 
any one who doubts this statement can figure out what 
per cent of the Holstein breeders are milking their cows 
four times a day.

FIVE RECORDS IN IDAHO 


With an average production per 
cow of 14,930 pounds of milk and 
510.4 pounds of butterfat, the herd 
of 16 Holstein dairy cattle belonging 
to George Haltom of Nampa have set 
a state record for herds of that size.

College, inspected the Fuhri- 
man herd and Professor F. W. Atke- 
son, University of Idaho, inspected 
the Haltom and Williams herds. 

These breeders report entire satigs- 
faction with the inspection and clagsi- 
fication. 

The Fuhriman herd of nine cows 
contained one “Excellent,” three 
“Very Good” and five “Good.” The 
Haltom herd of 18 females and one 
bull, contained one “Excellent,” six 
“Very Good,” nine “Good” and three 
“Fair,” and the Williams herd of five 
contained one “Excellent,” one “Very 
Good” and three “Good.” 





FIRST MODIFIED DAIRY HERD IM- 
PROVEMENT ASSOCIATION 
COMPLETES TESTING 
YEAR IN IDAHO 


The Kootenaia County Modified 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
of Idaho recently completed its first 
testing year. 

The Bonner County Association is. 
organized under the same plan and 
will complete its testing year during 
the present month. 

This is the first Modified Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association or- 
ganized west of the Mississippi River. 
The plan followed in the Modified 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
differs from the regular plan only in 
that the tests are made once each 
sixty days instead of every thirty 
days. 

This is the first testing association 
that has ever been organized in Koot- 
enaia County. 

Mr. D. L. Fourt, State Field Dairy- 
man, University of Idaho Extension 
Service states: 

“The average production per cow in 
the association per year was 294.7 lbs. 
of butter fat, which is really a very 
good record considering that there 
has never been any testing done in 
this county before; it is only 12 
pounds of butterfat less per cow than 
the average cow in Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Associations in Idaho in 
1927. Thirteen of the twenty-two 
herds that have finished the year’s 
test average over 300 lbs. of butterfat. 
The high herd of registered and grade 
Holsteins owned. by Mr. John N. 
Pierson averaged 439 lbs. of butterfat. 
Mr. Pierson also had the high cow, a 
nine-year-old registered. Holstein. She 
produced 502 Ibs. of fat on twice-a-day 
milking, under ordinary farm condi-- 
tions.”

IN NORTH DAKOTA 


A glance at the farm buildings, 
equipment and surroundings on the 
S. C. Anderson farm at Portland, 
North Dakota, is evidence that good 
farming and good management will 
bring prosperity in North Dakota. 

Mr. Anderson moved to his 240- 
acre farm in 1918. From the begin- 
ning he has kept livestock, the prin- 
cipal part of which is his herd of 16 
Holstein cows. His herd averaged 
340 pounds of butterfat per cow last 
year and returned him $1,647.37 above 
the cost of feed. His high cow, a 
purebred Holstein, produced 11,684 
pounds of milk and 444 pounds of but- 
terfat. 

The feeds used on the Anderson 
farm consist of sweet clover, corn 
fodder, oats, barley and corn silage, 
all of which are cheaply produced on 
the farm.’ The dairy barn equip- 
ment includes steel sianchions, milk- 
ing machine and drinking cups. 
From five sows last year he sold 





$1,200.00 worth of pork, and the same 
number of sows retained for breed- 
ing purposes. He gives the cows 
credit for part of his success with 
hogs and he finds skim milk to be 
great for raising pigs. 


We recently received a very fine 
letter from Hans Westley, Coopers- 
town. Among other things Mr. West- 
ley mentioned that he is very well 
pleased with the daughters of his 
herd sire, Governor Fobes Queen 
Ormsby. He is using this bull’ on 
granddaughters of S. P. O. M. 37th. 
That this herd is made up of good 
producers is borne out by the fact 
that Mr. Westley’s cream check from 
15 cows averages about $200.00 per 
month.

ICE CREAM CONSUMPTION 
INCREASES 

Both the total and per capita of 
ice cream in the United States was 
greater last year than in any preced- 
ing year, says the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. Total consumption in 
1928 is estimated at 348,048,000 gal- 
lons, as compared with 335,628,000 
gallons in 1927. The estimate is based 
on reports from 2,258 ice cream fac- 
tories. The increase in consumption 
last, year was distributed through all 
seasons, but was largest in the last 
six months of the year. In the first 
quarter of 1928 the total consumption 
was 4.3 per cent greater than in the 
first quarter of 1927, in the second 
quarter it. was 1.3 per cent greater, 
in the third quarter it was 7.2 per 
cent greater, and in the fourth quar- 
ter it was 4.4 per cent greater than 
in that quarter the year before. The 
per capita consumption, it is esti- 
mated, was 2.90 gallons in 1928 as 
compared with 2.85 gallons in 1927 
and 2.77 gallons in 1926. Per capita 
consumption ten years ago, in 1919, 
was estimated at 2.49 gallons and in 
1910 at 1.04 gallons. On the basis of 
these estimates per capita consump- 
tion has approximately trebled since 
1910.

CANADIAN ASSOCIATION ADOPTS 
PHOTOGRAPHIC METHOD 
ALSO 
The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada through the Secretary, Mr. 
W. A. Clemons, announces that -appli 
cations for registry accompanied by 
photographs will now be _ accepted 
from breeders who would prefer to 
do it that way, rather than draw 
markings of the animal. A machine 
for the purpose of carrying on the 
work has recently been installed in 
the offices at Brantford, Ont., and 
under this, the latest and most im- 
proved method, it is fully expected 
that more satisfactory and accurate 
results, at less inconvenience, will 
accrue to both the registry office and 

the breeder. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association is 
the first live stock organization in 
Canada to adopt the policy of making 
use of photographs in connection with 
registrations—a big forward move 
considered by many prominent breed- 
ers to have several distinct advant- 
ages, one being that in the case of an 
animal with numerous color mark- 
ings, the photographic method will be 
found a much easier way of obtain- 
ing a true likeness. 

For the purpose of making the 
photograph, all the breeder has to do 
is to make use of a small camera that 
will produce a film not smaller than 
2% x 3% inches, or larger than 34 x 


5% inches. A reproduction of both 
sides of the animal is necessary. Two 
unmounted photographic prints of 


both sides are then attached by a clip 
to the application form for registry 
and mailed to the Secretary, who will 
mount one set on the application, and 
the other on the certificate returned, 
at no additional cost. 

A circular covering full particulars 
for taking the photographs and filing 
them with the application form has 


been prepared for general distribu- 
tion among breeders of Holstein 
cattle.

In dedicating the Arena, in St. 
Louis, where the National Dairy Show 
will be held October 12-20, Secretary 
of Agriculture, Arthur M. Hyde, paid 
a tribute to dairying, which, he said, 
is “America’s greatest industry, hav- 
ing grown in my lifetime from the 
status of a despised farm chore to 
that of an industry of the first magni- 
tude.” 

The Secretary quoted figures to 
show that the farm value of dairy 
products exceeds the combined farm 
value of cotton, wheat and potatoes 
while the output of milk-processing 
manufacturers exceeds in value the 
output of either the automobile or 
steel industries, generally regarded as 
our leading industries. Gov. Caulfield, 
of Missouri, the mayor of St. Louis 
and over 3,000 St. Louis business men 
took part in the dedicatory banquet, 
which was served in the great oval of 
the Arena, said to be the largest ex- 
hibition hall in the United States. 





Cattle entries for the National 
Dairy Show at St. Louis reached the 
grand total of 1,273, which is 300 
ahead of last year, according to Presi- 
dent Hill of the National Dairy Asso- 
ciation.

CANADIAN REGULATION 
AMENDED 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

You will probably recall that owing 
to a Custom regulation which has 
existed for years, breeders and others 
purchasing cattle in Canada, have not 
been permitted to bring their cars 
into this country to be used as a 
means of transportation. Some time 
ago we realized that this was a hard- 
ship on many who might prefer to 
drive their own cars, and with a view 
to having the order eliminated or 
amended, we took the matter up with 
the Customs officials at Ottawa and 
during the past few months have been 
working rather energetically to accom- 
plish the objective in view, with the 
result that I have just had a letter 
today from Mr. R. W. Breadner, Com- 
missioner of Customs, Otawa, in 
which he says: 


Please mention the Holstein-Friesian World when writing to our advertisers 


oF have to inform you that persons 
coming to Canada to buy cattle to be 
exported from this country, are permitted 
by the Department to use their motor 
ears of United States manufacture and 
not duty paid-in Canada for that purpose, 
without the payment of duty. thereon 
and without bond or deposit.”’ 

It has occurred to me that your 
breeders of Holstein -cattle accus- 
tomed to coming to Canada to make 
purchases, might be interested in this 
recent ruling, therefore I have thought 
it advisable to bring the matter to 
your attention.

VETERINARIANS AID IN WAR ON 


The aggressive war on waste so 
characteristic of our industrial life in 


no less aggressive methods for the 
control of diseases and _ parasitic 
losses in the live stock industry, Dr. 
John R. Mohler, Chief of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
said this afternoon at Springfield, 
Mass., in an address before the Tenth 


seases. He discussed “The Business 
Side of Animal-Disease Control,” em- 


tuberculosis eradication in beef and

By following the swine sanitation 
system recommended by the depart- 
ment, farmers have demonstrated, 
said Dr. Mohler, that they can raise 
on the average as many pigs from 
two sows as are commonly raised 
from three under the usual dirty hog 
lot conditions. These pigs, he pointed 
out, are more profitable because they 
are ready for market about six weeks 
earlier, saving feed and labor, and 


In twelve flocks of sheep in Mis- 
souri several years ago, approved

For New England, Dr. Mohler held 
out the hope that recent investiga- 
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tions into the cause of and treatment 
of blackhead in turkeys might again 
make possible profitable turkey rais- 
ing in the east. 

In connection with the tuberculosis- 
eradication work of the bureau, said 
Dr. Mohler, many highly interesting 
reports have come from a variety of 
sources. These have been analyzed 
and the bureau proposes early publi- 
cation of a bulletin that will answer 
some of the questions raised as a 
consequence of the work. “It deals,” 
he said, “with the economic value of 
control work, largely from the point 
of view of the live stock owner. It 
indicates how much more his animals 
will be worth when free from the 
disease. It reports the favorable ef- 
fects of tuberculin testing on the 
subsequént production of dairy herds. 
It points out the economic fallacy of 
postponing testing. The evidence 
shows that tuberculin testing tends 
to broaden the outlet for live stock 
and dairy products, often resulting 
in new local industries and a 
saving in hauling costs and other 
marketing expenses. It shows that 
in recent years the owner’s loss 
from the condemnation of tubercu- 
lous cattle has been but a_ small 
fraction of the appraised value of 
the animal, and that this. slight 
loss is soon retrieved in better - 
prices for live stock and their pro 
ducts.” 


The premium on hogs shipped from 
modified accredited areas, Dr. Mohler 
pointed out, has often exceeded the 
entire cost of eradicating bovine 
tuberculosis from the area. 


“In industrial life,” said Dr. Mohler 
in an introductory passage, “there 
has developed in recent years an ag- 
gressive war on waste. Its particular 
objectives are to reduce production 
costs in every feasible way. Such 
efforts, in turn, have created a great 
demand for facts. Executives must 
have dependable facts and figures 
concerning present and _ proposed 
methods of operation. With this as 
a background, we may approach a 
side of animal disease-control work 
that has received comparatively little 
attention in the past. Whereas in 
human medicine life must be saved 
with slight regard to cost, veterinary 
medicine, as a rule, must take into 
account the economic value of the 
animals to be treated. That the bene- 
fits should at least balance the cost 
is commonly conceded, but I doubt 
that either the live stock industry or 
the veterinary profession has fully 
realized the distinct economic gains 
from disease prevention.” 


Dr. Mohler commented that losses 
from animal diseases do not lend 
themselves readily to precise statis- 
tical analysis. But the bureau, 
he said, has had so many requests 
for the best facts available, that 
the staff has been gathering evi- 
dence from many sources; piecing 
it together, checking it and com- 
paring it, and summarizing it as 
well as possible in forms understand- 
able by both lay and _ professional 
readers. This work has been done 
largely as a side line by the workers 
who are directly concerned with the 
scientific and administrative ac- 
tivities dealing with diseases and 
Parasites, but the results are ad- 
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mittedly incomplete. “It would be 
highly gratifying,” said Dr. Mohler, 
“if some statistical agency were to 
make a thorough and far-reaching 
economic study of animal diseases 
with special reference to the losses 
they inflict on the live stock industry 
of this country. We need more and 
better information than the limited 
amount now on hand. We need to 
know more definitely how the various 
branches of stock raising would 
respond if freed fully from the handi- 
caps of disease and parasites.” 

“In view of the constant desire of 
the live stock industry to reduce pro- 
duction costs in every way,” said Dr. 
Mohler in conclusion, “I suggest that 
the veterinary profession can greatly 
advance’ disease-control work by 
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proving definitely that disease con- 
trol pays. More than that, the facts 
should show which measures pay 
best, and approximately hoW much. 
The gathering and dissemination of 
such evidence is virtualy prelimin- 
ary work in animal-disease control.” 





THE DOMESTIC DAIRY MARKETS

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last month or last year, although 
butter is the only commodity which 
has, as yet, been much affected. Con- 
densed and evaporated milk markets 
are apparently in a somewhat less 
favorable position than a month ago, 
due to sustained production, heavy 
reserve stocks, and apparent restric- 
tion of sales. Cheese markets have 
reached a somewhat more favorable 
situation with movement into trade 
channels apparently improved. 

Dairy prices have been generally 
lower than last year, and August has 
been -no exception to the rule. At 
New York in July, 92 score butter 
averaged 42.42c per pound, as com- 
pared with 44.93c in July 1928. Thus 
far in August prices have averaged 
between 438c and 43%4c, only about lic 
advance, as compared with a 2c ad- 
vance in August last year. The July 
average price of single daisy cheese 
at New York was 22.56c per pound, 
comparing with 26.38c a year earlier. 
In August, however, there has been 
a slight advance, whereas last year 
prices worked to a slightly lower 
level. 

July production continued the 
trends previously seen. Estimated 
creamery butter production showing a 
3.40% increase over July 1928, esti- 
mated condensed and evaporated milk 
production an increase of 33%, and 
estimated cheese production a de- 
crease of 5.6%. On a total milk 
equivalent basis, production of these 
commodities shows an increase over 
July 1928 of 3.8%, including the usual 
decline in farm butter. In general it 
appeared that the July make held up 
closer than usual to that of June. 
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Definite information as to August is 
not yet available, but,.as indicated 
above, the general conditions affecting 
production have not been as favorable 
as in July or as in August a year ago. 
Hot weather, dry pastures, and ad- 
vancing feed prices, were the factors 
which tended toward somewhat more 
than the expected seasonal restriction 
in output from factories. 

Reserve stocks of all of the major 
dairy manufactured products are con- 
siderably in excess of the correspond- 
ing period last year, but this is not 
a new situation as it has been seen 
for many previous months this year. 
On Aug. 1 total storage holdings of 
butter amounted to 151,614,000 pounds, 
more than 30,000,000 pounds greater 
than August 1, 1928, and over 6,000,- 
000 pounds larger that the _ pre- 
vious high record year of 1927, and 
it is apparent that by September 1 a 
new high record will have been estab- 
lished for butter storage reserves. 
Stocks of condensed and evaporated 
milk in the hands of manufacturers 
on August 1 totaled 345,879,000 
pounds, compared with 231,904,000 a 
year earlier. American cheese stocks 
on August 1 were 78,267,000 pounds, 
about 5,000,000 pounds above the 
figure for the previous year. As this 
relative surplus is somewhat less 
than it has been in earlier months, 
cheese is the only major dairy pro- 
duct which has shown an improve- 
ment in its situation with regard to 
reserve stocks, the result of slightly 
improved consumption in July and 
decreased production all of this year. 

In spite of. a general decrease in 
trade output of manufactured dairy 


‘ sumption. 


products during July, there is sti 
a small increase for the year to date 
over last year. It is notable that this 
slight increase fails to come up to the 
increases in production, and is not 
sufficient to maintain per capita cop- 
The lower prices as com- 
pared with last year recognize this 
and are an attempt to keep current 
production and reserve stocks moving 
out satisfactorily. The dairy situation 
does have several features which are 
unfavorable, but market sentiment 
indicates that these have been fairly 
well discounted by the lower prices, 
and that the general outlook is stil} 
steady at the close of August.—U. §. 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics.

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LITTLE THINGS THAT COUNT 
IN PRODUCING QUALITY MILK 


Little things well done at the prop- 
er time will go farther toward produc- 
ing high-quality milk than all the 
peautiful barns and fancy equipment 
that the dairyman can buy, judging 
from a list of pointers just published 
py the College of Agriculture, Univer- 
sity of Illinois, in a new circular, “Pro- 
ducing High-Quality Milk.” 

Demand for milk of high quality is 
steadily increasing and the dairyman 
who learns how to produce it is cer- 
tain to profit, according to M. J. 
Prucha, chief in dairy bacteriology, 
and author of the new publication. 

All there is to the production of 
high-quality milk is: (1) clean barns, 
clean milk houses, clean milker and 
clean and healthy cows; (2) proper 
washing and effective sterilization of 
all utensils, and (3) prompt cooling of 
the milk to 60 degrees Fahrenheit or 
lower and keeping it at that temper- 
ature until delivered. 

Bacteria are the cause of deteriora- 
tion in milk and hence must be con- 
trolled if high-grade milk is to be pro- 
duced. They must be kept out of the 
milk so far as possible and then those 
that do get in must be kept from mul- 
tiplying. Bacteria and dirt are not 
the same thing, but dirt usually har- 
bors large numbers of bacteria, es- 
pecially the kind of dirt that is found 
on the cow’s coat. 

As dairy utensils are handled today, 
they are by far the most important 
source of bacteria in milk. Dirty cows 
add many bacteria, dirty barns will 
add some more, but these additions 
are small in comparison with what 
comes from the utensils. Every uten- 
sil that has a stale smell, no matter 
how well it was once cleaned and stel- 
ilized may add millions of bacteria. 

There is one good rule to follow. 
Wash the utensils as soon as possible 
after they are emptied. They also 
should be sterilized in some way. 
Chemical sterilization offers dairymen 
a very practical method of treating 
utensils, since on most dairy farms 
steam is not available and even hot 
water is hard to get in sufficient 
amounts. 

Different kinds of chemical steriliz- 
ers, the drying of utensils in the air 
and sun, the importance of rinsing the 
utensils just before using, proper care 
of milking machines and the necessity 
of cooling milk quickly and thoroughly 
‘are among other points discussed in 
the circular. It is No. 341, and may be 
obtained upon request to the college.
